The can Steel and Wire company 
closed twelve of its mills yesterday as a co-

He was un- 
able to state when the mills would resume 
operations, as the company first would have 
to ascertain the extent of the overproduc- 
tion. When asked his view as to the trade 
situation and outlook Mr. Gates stated that 
the shutdown of the mills was the best 
evidence he could give of the current situa- 
tiori. He made another statement later, in

As a result of the bear 
raid, which apparently was not combated 
by Chairman Gates, the whole industrial 
market was demoralized fora time. Stories 
were prevalent that Mr. Gates, with J. L. 
Ellwood, Philip Moen, and others of the in- 
ner circle, was persistently selling the stock 
short on the New York Exchange, and that 
Colonel Lambert was not included in this 
deal. Another report was to the effect that 
Colonel Gates was about to retire from the 
street, selling out his interests. 

One fact is known: that while the head 
offices of the trust, situated in the Rookery, 
Chicago, peremptorily refused even to name 
the plants which had been ordered closed, 
that information was volunteered to the 
Associated Press by the Gates crowd in New 
York. The immediate result of the spread- 
ing of this information would be, of course, 
to bear the stock.

HOUSE AGREES ox 
STRINGENT, FAR-REACHING ACT. 


Amendment. to Sherman Law Requires 
All Trust-Made Goods to Be Brand- 
ed and Prohibits Use of Mails to 
Ooncerns Proved to Be Combiner— 
Proposes Constitutional Provision 
Giving Congress and the States We 
trol of All Monopolies. 


Washington, D C., April 16.—[{Special. }— 
This was a bad day for trusts, and if legisla- 
tion is adopted by Congress which was for- 
mulated by the subcommittee of the House 
Judiciary, combinations in restraint of trade 
will be pu&hed to the wall. It had been de- 
termined by the House Republicans to take 
steps to at least control these organizations, 
but the action of the subcommittee was a 


genuine surprise, as its effect will be so far- 


reaching. 

An amendment to the Sherman anti-trust 
act was agreed upon, which requires the 
branding of trust-made goods, so they can 
be easily identified; the prohibition of inter- 
state commerce traffic in goods made by 
trusts which are not branded; prohibition 
of the use of the mails to concerns and their 
officials proven to be trusts; providing the 
process of injunction against combinations 
sending trust-made goods from one State 
to another and a foreign country, and re- 
quiring corporations having a capital of 
$1,000,000 and doing a business of $1,000,000 
a year to Au a report to the Secretary of 


State. 
To Amend Constitution. : 
In addition to this the subcommittee 
agreed on a resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the constitution which provides 
“that all private corporations, copartner- 
ships, and joint stock companies in the 
United States shall be under the control of 
Congress; that Congress shall have power to 
define, reg@ate, control, prohibit, repress, 
and dissol all trusts and monopolies and 
combination or conspiracy to monopolize any 
part of trade or commerce, and all contracts 
and combinations in form of trusts or other- 
wise, or conspiracy in restraint of trade or 
commerce; that Congress shall have power 


to enforce this article by appropriate legisla- 


tion; that in the absence of legislation on 
the part of Congress all powers conferred 
upon Congress by this article may be exer- 
cised by the several States.“ 

Legislation of this kind will enable the 
public to iden goods made by trusts, and, 
of course, this will have a depressing effect 
upon the sale of such goods. If their prod- 
ucts are nét branded it will be * to 
transport them from one State to another 
or to a foreign country. This will not only 
have a tendency to check the sale of these 
goods, but to force the trusts to start es- 
tablishments in the different States, and dis- 
courage the practice of closing up indus- 
tries purchased by the combinations with a 
view to reducing expenses. It will also 
stimulate the labor market by forcing em- 
ployment to the workingman. The process 
of injunction will also enable those who 
have been injured by the operation of trusts 
to secure restraining orders from the courts 
and check the driving of individuals out of 


business because of their inability to com- 


pete with corporations.

Possibly the strongest feature of these 
amendments is the denial of the use of the 
mails to corporations and their officials.

There is an honest intention on the part 
of the House leaders to push this legisla- 
tion through at once, but it is feared a stum- 
bling block will be encountered in the Sen- 
ate, where the powerful influences of the 
corporations can be wielded more effectively 
than in the House. It the resolution is 
aillopted by Congress it is believed the 
amendment to the constitution will be rati- 
fied by the State Legislatures with a whoop, 
as many of them have already agreed to 
resolutions praying for the amendment. A 
hard fight will be made to pass the bill and 
resolution, and the leaders of the Lower 
House are confident: of success.

Illinois Supreme Court Considering a 
Case Containing a Contract Not to 
Compete in Business. 


Springfield, III., April 16.—[Spectal.]—A 
case which involves indirectly the anti-trust 
statute in the construction of contracts was 
‘argued in the Supreme Court today. It is 
the case of J. C. Osgood against John Skin- 
ner and Willlam Emerson, and came from 
Cook County. It was taken under advise- 
ment after the court had heard the argu- 
ments. | 

Skinner and Emerson sold to Osgood, who 
represented the White Breast Fuel company, 
the coal business and railroad property at 
Dumfermline, Fulton County, receiving 
therefor $10,000 in cash, $25,000 in notes, and 
650 shares of the stock of the White Breast 
company. It was agreed that Osgood should 
take up the shares of stock in the com- 
pany at their par value if Skinner and Emer- 

n so elected. Osgood afterwards refused 

o purchase the shares held by Skinner, and 
the claim was made that the contract was 
void because Skinner had violated a verbal 
agreement not to enter into the coal busi- 
ness in competition with the White Breast 
company.

best within six weeks, as was the case with 
our World's Fair when it opened. Never- 
theless, it is sufficiently near completion to 
show that it is one of the greatest and most 
beautiful expositions ever created. 
Americans are to be congratulated on the 
fact that the United States stands at the 
head of all f6reign nations in the number 
and extent of its exhibitsat Paris. France 
naturally has more space than all foreign 
nations combined, but the United States has 
more exhibits than those of any other three 


outside countries together. Our 6,564 ex- 


hibits outnumber those of France at Chi- 
cago three times over. These exhibits oc- 
cupy over 829,000 square feet, or forty- 
seven distinct exhibition spaces—thirty- 
three in the main grounds and fourteen in 
the Vincennes annex, The opening day 


also found them more nearly complete than 


the smaller exhibits of other nations. These 
facts speak well for the energy and execu- 
tive ability of Commissioner General Peck.

It is gratifying to see that 
Dr. E. C. Richardson, librarian of Prince- 


ton University, has effectively done this in 
a recent address, printed in the Publishers’ 5 


Weekly. | 


The anomaly is explained as soon as one 
begins to examine the methods of com- 
pilation in the different countries. The 
5,315 American books are bound works, 
with separate titles, The books * in- 
cluded in the European lists are largely 
pamphlets, periodicals, and successive parts 
of works issued in installments. Dr. Rich- 
ardson shows that the so-called German 
figures include Swiss and Austrian books 
to the number of 6,000, and that 13,000 are 
pamphlets of under 100 pages. The French 


list does not include periodicals to so large 
an extent as the German, but it does in- 


clude annuals, almanacs, reprint extracts 
from periodicals, and repetitions of books 
issued in parts, while almost exactly one- 
half of the total is made up of pamphlets. 
The Italian figures are swelled by the names 
of magazines and political newspapers, 
while no less than 7,899 of the 9,567 
“books” are pamphlets. When this de- 
tailed examination is extended to all the 
European countries the myth about a su- 
perior output of books is dissolved into 

The British and Amefican lists — 
practically no continuations or pamphlets 


1 while the American list excludes even bound 


volumes of periodicals and annuals include 
by the British, besides a large number of 
school books, local histories, college cata- 
logues, legislative reports, and the like. 
Some of the European lists include four- 
page leaflets, and in some cases their 
“books” consist of but a single page, If 
our statistics were compiled on this plan, 
Dr. Richardson says, our showing would be 
80,000 or 90,000. Roughly speaking, the 
proportion is as 47,000 to perhaps 12,000 
for Germany, 10,000 for France, and 6,000 
for Italy. That sounds more reasonable. 
Or, if we reduce all the figures to the Amer- 
ican basis of substantial books, the result 
gives Germany 4,500, France 4,200, Italy 
2,512, Great Britain 8,000, and the United 
States 6,650. This is probably a fair com- 
parative showing. But even here we are 
leaving out of account the absolute su- 


| premacy of the United States in the do- 


main of periodical literature, much of which 
is bound into volumes. 
On whatever basis the comparison is 
placed, the United States produces more 
books than any other nation on earth, ex- 
cept, perhaps, Great Britain; and if the 
periodical yolume is counted we probably 
surpass even Great Britain. If our books 
are not so scholarly as those of Germany, 
we probably excel in that mass of good 


literature which tends to produce a large 


number of reasonably intelligent readers.

THE TURRETS PROBLEM. 
Notwithstanding the apparently sugcess- 


ful working of the superimposed turrets in 


the recent trials of the Kearsarge, the 
Naval Board of Construction has decided 
by the emphatic vote of 4 to 1 not to adopt 
them in the new battleships Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and Georgial The four who 
voted against them were Rear Admirals 
O'Neill, Melville, and Hichborn; and Cap- 
tain Sigsbee, Rear Admiral Bradford alone 
favoring them. The system adopted is an 
addition of four eight-inch guns to the main 
battery, making eight of that caliber on each 
vessel. 

In the discussion préceding the vote, while 
the board did not deny the success of the 


‘superimposed turrets of the Kearsarge, the 


ground was taken that they were no im- 
provement upon the ordinary turret ar- 
rangement which has been tested under 
every condition, while the superimposed tur- 
rets can only be satisfactorily tested while 
in action in time of war. At the same 
time some incisive criticisms are made 
against them by the experts. While it is 
settled that the two thirteen-inch guns in 
the lower and the two eight-inch guns in 
the upper turret may be fired simultaneous- 
ly without danger to thé gunners, the ex- 
perts claim that as the four guns must be 
fired at the same time, because one turret 


is not independent of the other, the chances 


of hitting a given object are much les than 


7 they would be if the guns were fired two 
at a time. It is also contended that as the 


guns fre of different ranges, the thirteen- 


inch having nearly twice the range of the 


eight-inch, it is an enormous waste of: 
power. And, finally, it is argued that a 
shot disabling a turret will put all four guns 
out of action at once, as they are worked 
by the same machinery. — | 
The question still remains an open one 
whether the superimposed turrets are a 
sucec Another opportunity will be had 
for observing their working when the Ken- 
tucky is tested, but thé real test can only 


be had when thesd vessels have been in 
| action, and that may not be for long years 


to come. The action of the board is not 
final, It simply provides a battery arrange-

Mr. Irwin points 
out that the county’s bonded indebtedness is 
but $3,572,500, though the constitution would 


allow a total of $17,000,000. 


‘While the City. of Chicago appropriated 
for 1900 $1,368,000 more than the possible in- 
come of the city and $450,000 more than the 
actual receipts to be expected from a levy 
of the limit of 2 per cent on the total as- 
sessed valuation of $345,000,000,"’ it is pointed 
out that the County board cut down its levy 
percentage, and thus saved the taxpayers 
$448,651. The total decrease in county rev- 
enue in 1899 over 1808 is listed at $364,501, 
notwithstanding which the Board of Review 
and the Board of Assessors were provided 
for. As these bodies cost $276,783, it is fig- 
ured that the present board began the year 
of 1899 with a shortage of $641,284 over 
1898, and yet concluded the year 1899 with a 
shortage of but $474,392. President Irwin 
quotes praise from the Civic federation's 
committee, and asserts that the books of the 
board are opened at all times ‘ann genet 
tion.

The brickmakers of Cook County, consti- 
uting one of the strongest labor organiza- 
tions in the West, stand ready to go on a 
strike. Whether they will or not will be de- 
termined by the action to be taken by the 
Executive board of the Illinois Brick com- 
pany today. If the company refuses to grant 
the request of the Board of Business Agents 
from the Building Trades council to make no 
discrimination in the sale of material, every 
one of the thirty-six brickyards in the county 
will be tied up inside of twenty-four hours. 

It is claimed by members of the Illinois 
Brick company that there has been no dis- 
crimination in the sale of material since the 
formation of the company on April 2. One 
of the officers of the company said yesterday 
that the only brick sold since that date had 
been in the fulfillment of an old contract for 
100,000 brick dating back to February. The 
company was taking no new orders, it was 
stated, and the policy would be to wait till 
the labor troubles were settled. 


May Affect General Situation. 
There is ‘a possibility that the meeting of 
the Executive board today will exercise an 
important influence upon the general labor 
situation. The request of the Bricklayers 
and Stonemasons’ union that the manu- 
facturers and dealers in building material 
assist in arranging a conference between 
the master masons and bricklayers will 
come up, and favorable action by the com- 
pang may lead to developments that will 
go far toward settling the whole trouble.
